2. The inventions listed as Groups I to II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The technical feature that are common to Groups I 
to II include a compound comprising at least one of hydro lysate or condensate of epoxy- and 
silane-functional oligomers and polymers. This feature is taught by the prior art to Yamaya et al. 
(US 6,846,568). Specifically, attention is drawn to a solution of hydro lysable silyl group-bearing 
acrylic polymer of working example 3 that is formed from methacryloxypropyltrimethoxysilane 
and glycidyl methacrylate and subsequent hydrolysis and condensation of the acrylic polymer in 
an acidic medium (col. 23). The common technical feature of presently cited claims in Groups I 
to II fails to define a contribution over Yamaya et al. and thus, the common technical feature 
does not amount to a special technical feature. In light of above, there is lack of unity between 
the cited groups.
